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Mob Violence 


Has No Place 


in South Today 


There was some 
excuse 
for 
lynch-law in the old days. Judge 
Lynch originated on the Western 
Frontier when population was thin 
,•? and law and order virtually non- 
existent. 


Mob violence never was widely 
prevalent in the South, either in 
the old days or now. The 
over- 


whelming majority of 
mob 
in- 
cidents occur in the North, 
the 
seat of great industrial plants— 
But the big magazines and giant- 
circulatioti newspapers being 
lo- 


cated in the North, inevitably re- 
port and magnify every instance of 
mob violence in our section. Re- 
form, you know, is easiest if 
it 
^doesn't begin at home. 


Therefore a Southern editor is 
most unhappy when in the interest 
of honest news reporting he 
has 
to print in his own 
paper 
dis- 
patches about such cases as the 
lynching of a negro in 
Georgia, 
and the continuing outrages per- 
petrated by hooded mobs against 
white men in Alabama. 


Just at a time when local gov- 
ernment everywhere is strenuously 
defending its rights against 
an 
encroaching federal 
bureaucracy,, 
* and every Southern senator 
and 
' congressman is 
alerted 
against 
new bills proposed 
by 
federal 


extremists, our Southern represent- 
atives arc put on a deadly 
spot 
by the actions of a few 
people 
back home. 


In the Georgia lynching case it 
is oovious ,o hie rest of the South 
that a sheriff who left the keys to 
the jail ly.ng unguarded 
in his 
home wu.j uuhui incompetent 
or 
actually i.; 
leafcuo 
witn 
the 


lyncheis. ueorgia might have re- 
Amoved the sneriii: 
irom 
office, 


• under normal 
circumstances, 
but 
Georgia nowadays isn't normal — 
a Talmadge is governor. 


The hooded 
gangs 
attacking 


white men in Birmingham are an 
affront to the whole South, 
but, 


unlike Georgia, Alabama proposes 
to do something about it. For one 
thing, the Birmingham sheriff has 
told the local public that ' every 
citizen has a right to defend his 
home "with whatever means he 
finds necessary." 
Which means, 


~ that either the hooded gangs will 
"be rounded up peaceably — or a 
lot ot hoodlums are going to be 
shot as common prowlers. 


Mob violence is inexcusable to- 
day — a flat indictment of laxity 
and corruption and cowardice by 
law enforcement officials sworn to, 
and paid for, the 
upholding 
of 
"due process of law." 


Arkansas has never seen 
the 
equal of 
the 
turbulence 
and 
potential lawlessness that stormed 
into El Dorado with the coming of 
rtfthe great oil boom' in 1921, 
and 
•""which I joined in the Spring 
of 
1823. And the greatest single test 
of law and order in that boom was 
when two negro highwaymen way- 
laid and killed Ira Hudson, lumber- 
man, president of the chamber of 
commerce, and a friend of 
this 
writer. 


I recall that in our handling of 
the murder story for the El Dorado 
Daily News we 
reported 
that 


bloodhounds trying to follow 
the 
trail of the 
desperadoes 
were 


• 
baffled because the men had put 


"JHysol on their shoes, .and the dogs 
couldn't stand it. 


A peg-legged 
negro 
boarding- 
house-keeper read the paper about 
daylight the next 
morning, 
re- 
membered that "a couple of fel- 
lows with a strange smell" took a 
room at his place the night before. 
He tipped off the sheriff — and the 
killers were caught. 


A great mob 
surrounded 
the 


Union county jail — then the old 
jail, a two-story brick blockhouse 


. a f f a i r . But the'sheriff, Perry Nel- 
'*son, was alert, resourceful 
and 


courageous. By the time the mob 
assembled he 
had 
40 special 


officers and an arsenal of guns on 
the jailhouse roof — and 
when 
Perrry stepped out and told the 
mob he'd shoot down the first man 
who crossed the middle 
of 
the 
street there wasn't a soul 
who 
doubted him.

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Five States Pass 
Depression-Style 
Relief Measures 


By the Associated Press 
Washington, June 17 —(/P)—Rising 
unemployment and swelling relief 
rolls have led five states to pass 
depression-style relief laws and at 
least seven cities to revive "work 
relief" projects. 


But an Associated Press survey 
today suggested no national emer- 
gency. It found most states cer- 
tain they could handle their relief 
load in stride. 


It indicated joblessness has dwin- 
dled or stabilized in at least ten 
states in recent weeks or months. 
It showed that, almost everywhere, 
unemployment insurance has been 
a "cushion" to keep most laid-off 
workers off "poor relief" until they 
found new jobs. 


An inside-government memoran- 
dum made available to A. P. sup- 
ports these findings. It says coun- 
try-wide statistics "do not reflect 
the emergence of any new crisis." 
President Truman has proposed 
federal grants for "home relief" to 
match state aid to payless families, 
m the same basis as the federal 
.'unds now used for the blind, the 
;agcd, and dependent children. Of- 
ficials say it would cost $230,000,- 
|000 a year, and 
more 
in 
bad 
times. 


Layoffs and strikes in the fac- 
tories caused the slump. BLS said 
other industrial 
employment 
in- 
cluding building qnd transportation 
went up. But not early enough to 
offset a 320,000 drop in manufac- 
turing. 


Much of the factory decline — 
the eight suc'cessive monthly drop 
recorded—was seasonal, BLS said. 
But it also blamed a "declining de- 
mand for a substantial number of 
products." 


Mr. 
_ Truman said1,' yesterday he 
does not consider the rise in un- 
employment and the dip in busi- 
ness a crisis, although total unem- 
ployment rose in May to 3,289,000. 


Neither does the chairman of his 


council of economic advisers, Dr. 
Edwin G. Nourse, but Nourse de- 
clared in a speech that a "con- 
tinued downswing" in business is 
possible. 


The 
Associated 
Press 
survey 
covered 38 states from which data 
were quickly available. In almost 
all of them, officials reported rises 
in the last year in both the relief 
,burden and the .number of people 
(drawing unemployment pay. 
Five states voted special laws to 
help cities and counties*; cope with 
the relief problem — Ohio," Min- 
nesota, Iowa, Kansas and Massa- 
chusetts. Three more are investi- 
gating the need — Michigan, Colo- 
rado and Idaho. 


California has had a "standby" 
relief law on the books since 1945, 
never brought into use. Some 
of 
the other states' laws are 
more 
"preparedness" m e a s u r e s than 
"emergency" acts. 


The work relief project, so famil- 
iar in the 'thirties, reappeared in 
Dayton, O., as early as December. 
Now it has spread to^at least six 
bigger metropolitan areas, reports 
the American 
municipal 
asso- 
ciation. 


Yet, most of the estate officials 
directly concerned with relief gave 
such reassuring analyses as these, 
from every region of the country.

Man Shots 
Another Over 
Ex-Wife 


Chicago, June 17 —(UP)— Carl 


A. Moore, 50, a wealthy executive, 
shot and seriously 
wounded his 
close friend, Robert E. McCall, 41 
during a gin-drinking party 
early 
today because, 
he 
said, 
;McCall 
lunged at him with a knife in mis- 
guided jealousy over Moore's for- 
mer wife. 


Moore 
said 
McCall's 
jealousy 


Was baseless. He said he had no 
interest in his ex-wife, 
Florence, 
whom he divorced more 
than a 
year ago. Mrs. Moore, 
in New 
York City, said she had no interest 
in her former husband. 


The shooting occurred in Moore's 


(luxuriously furnished home in Bev- 
erly Hills, swank south side 
sub- 
urb, after the men and spent sev- 
eral hours drinking together. 


Moore is general manager of the 
Lavan smelting company. McCall 
is an associate of the same firm, 
working with Moore on a commis- 
sion basis. 


Moore claimed that 
McCall, a 
former marine capt'ain, brandished 
a butcher knife at him and said: 
"I slit 29 Jap throats on Saipan 
and now I'm going to slit yours." 


As McCall advanced toward him, 
Moore said, he got his .32 caliber 
pistol from a mantel and fired in 
self-defense, McCall was hit in the 
(abdomen. 


Moore said his 
drinking party 


with McCall exploded into violence 
'when McCall threatened him with 
the knife after learning that Moore 
and his wife were still on friendly 
terms. 


Assistant State's Attorney 
John 
Long said that McCall apparently 
acted in the mistaken belief Moore 
planned to remarry his 
former 
wife. 


The Moores were divorced last 
February. , At that time, 
Moore 
gave her a $26,000 property settle- 
ment. 


Piecing the story 
together 
on 
statements from Moore 
and 
his 
servants, police said McCall 
ap- 
parently 
had 
been 
living 
with 


Moore for several days while they 
were trying to win a contract with 
Fairbanks, Morse and Co., for the 
smelting firm. 


McCall formerly was married to 
the former Barbara Morse, a mem- 
ber of the family that has a large 
interest in Fairbanks, Morse. 
Last night, the two men came 


home, ate dinner, and then began 
talking in one of the parlors. 
As they talked, they drank from 
several bottles of gin. 
During the course of the evening, 


McCall mentioned to Moore he had 
been seeing Moore's former wife, 
the police report said. 


Moore said he had received a 
telephone call from her yesterday 
from New York where she is stay- 
ing vvhile on a buying trip. 


"She was very friendly," Moore 
told McCall. "Even said she 'was 
lonely and might want to return to 
me." 


Moore said McCall became 
en- 
raged. He rose and began berating 
Moore. Then he walked to the But- 
ler's pantry, opened a drawer and 
pulled out a butcher knife. 


Moore ran to 
mantle 
and 
pulled his .32 caliber pistol from 
behind a mirror hanging over 
it. 
"Put that knife down," he told 
McCall. 


"I slit 29 throats on Saipan and 
now I'm going to slit yours," he po- 
lice report quoted McCall as say- 
ing. 


McCall advanced toward Moore 


who retreated as far as possible 
and then fired at a range of nine 
feet. McCall fell, wounded in the 
abdomen.

Autopsy surgeons said that Mrs. 
Springer had probably been killed 
within an hour or two after that. 


A resident of the neighborhood 
where the car was 
found — Don 
Graham — told police the car was 
parked there by a man wearing a 
gray uniform resembling that worn 
by a navy chief petty officer. Two 
other persons said they saw a cur- 
ly-haired man throw the canvas 
over the back seat. 


Police said the murder method 
resembled the unsolved slaying of 
Elizabeth Short, the Black Dahlia, 
on Jan. 15, 1947.

I don't know just how to put into 


..words the feeling you get 
when 
you learn that the foxholes you re- 
member so well don't remember 
you at all now—no more than a 
hotel bed recalls .its'last guest. But 
it is a mixed feeling — a kind of 
resentment at life and death and 
change, and an utter loneliness 
and desolation of spirit. 
That is why it is better to go 


back with someone who can share 
that feeling—a buddy or a group of 
buddies. Together you can better 
forgive the soil that once 
gave 


you shelter and now has forgot- 
ten you altogether. 


I know. I went back with a group 


of 47 war correspondents on a tour 
sponsored by the American Over- 
seas Airlines. And we were grate- 
ful afterward that we'd had each
